Motive Must Be Considered 


Members of the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee who are pondering the idea that the 
Supreme Court should have its judicial wings 
clipped by legislative authority must con­ 
sider the motive of the would-be wing clip­ 
pers. 
They a re, for the most part, men who 
have been outraged by Supreme Court de­ 
cisions offensive to them on grounds of race 
prejudice and anfi-Communist fervor. They 
are unable to go along wKh rulings of the 
court that have tended to put human free­ 
dom and human rights above the issues of 
the day. 
Historically, this is a chronic problem for 
the Supreme Court, whose rulings over a long 
span of years have reflected the changing 
temper of the justices, ©tyen at the expense 
of infuriating critics who did not like what 
was reflected. 
After the Civil War, the Supreme Court in­ 
validated most of the civil rights legislation 
designed to aid southern Negroes. That pleas­ 
ed Southerners, infuriated Northerners. Just 
before the turn of the century, conservatives 
were pleased and liberals displeased when 
the court ruled that a federal income tax 
was unconstitutional. 


During the 20th century, the Supreme Court 
continued to reflect the views of is conserva­ 
tives. It was not until 1937 that its members 


began to please liberals and displease con­ 
servatives. Thai is the composite temper 
which prevails now. 
Any proposal 
to clip the Supreme Court’s 
wings as a coordinate branch of the govern­ 
ment, on the basis o f what its members a re 
do ing in a pa rticula r perio d, is o pen to ques­ 
tio n. The co urt’s a ppella te jurisdictio n ca n 
be limited by “such regulations as the Con- 
gres shall make.” But if Congress were 
to 
make regulations on the 
ba sis o f “such is­ 
sues as the politician 
in Congress 
ha ll 
make,’’ the status of the co urt co uld be re­ 
duced drastically. 
It has been charged that the court some­ 
times rules as if it had become a third 
legislative chamber, superior to the House 
of Representatives and the Senate. 
It would be fully as dubious a policy for 
Congress to interfere with the court as if it 
had become a second judiciary, competent 
and willing to interpret the constitutionality 
of laws. Two wrongs would not

Satisfaction Guaranteed 
By TRUMAN TWILL 


It was reassuring to hear that 
two Frenchmen fought it out with 
swords a few days ago, settling 
their persona] differences satis­ 
factorily. When the younger duel­ 
ist, who was 52, got nicked in 
t h i 
forearm by his adversary, who 
was 73, that ended the duel. 
This is frowned upon in modern 
times, like many other old prac­ 
tices that turn out to have had a 
sound reason for existence once 
they have been outlawed. 
Dueling provided a way to ob­ 
tain 
satisfaction 
for 
offenses 
against honor. These can be as se­ 
rious as offene againt the per­ 
son. In fact, at one time the duel 
the “wager of battle” was still 
legal. 
A judge would order complain­ 
ants to go fight it out behind the 
barn and get it over with, instead 
of cluttering up his court docket 
with an issue that could not be 
settled by law anyway. 
The wonderful thing about a 
duel is that it settles the issue, 
whether or not it results in death. 
The Frenchman with the nicked’ 
forearm and the Frenchman who 
did the nicking now have resolved 
their personal differences. They 
have wiped the slate clean. 
They feel no need to badger 
each other. Their “ affair of hon­ 
o r” has been disposed of. Unlike 
feuding, which became a kind of 
dueling code among Americans, 
each duel stands by itself and is 
strictly personal; it is supposed 
to stand by itself. 
In practice, however, the reper- 
cusions from death on the dueling 
grounds became more and more 
complicated, until society as a 
whole concluded it must 
put 
a 
stop to this form of guaranteeing 
satisfaction at the risk of life. 
The relatives and friends of the 
gents who lost the duel rarely 
wanted to close the issue after the 
duel had been decided. They won. 
Rather than let the disputants 
settle things between themselves

creed i would be better to drag 
out everything in court, if a case 
could be made, and otherwise to 
let the unsettled disputes fester 
and ferment until they came to 
an improvised or accidental cli­ 
max. such as murder.

stead of fighting for his honor, 
he was fighting for his life — and 
the public executioner would not 
make a sporting proposition of it.

It would ba 
like two kids slugging it out with 
the heavy gloves, in a modern 
revival. 
Choice of weapons might reason­ 
ably be limited to baseball bats, 
fencing foils with tipped ends and 
rocks at 4 0 paces. The merit of the 
arrangement would be to clean up 
personal animosities, instead of 
lettiftg them turn into burning ha­ 
treds and ulcerating resentments. 
Duelists could get it out of their

scheming. 
The two Frenchmen who settled 
it with ¿words are living happily, 
their minds at rest. Justice was 
done — personal justice to honor 
the kind that courts rarely can 
administer. 


SIDE GLANCES 
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He said this country has been 
willing to stop its tests as part 
of ^ program leading to the elim­ 
ination of nuclear weapons but 
that the Soviets don’t show any 
inclination to go that far.

would be willing by itself to get 
rid of its nuclear weapons—built 
up at enormous cost over many 
years — looks like a pipe-dream 
and for very realistic reasons: 
So long as this country has hy­ 
drogen bombs that can destroy the 
Soviet Union, the Soviets will be 
reluctant to start a war of any 
kind. That’s the biggest single 
deterrent to Soviet aggression this 
country has. 
But if this country agreed to 
eliminate its hydrogen weapons, 
communism 
with

enormous 
manpower — both in the Soviet 
Union and Red China—would have 
a huge advantage over the West. 
So the q uestion arises: Would 
an> American government in its 
right mind give the Soviets such 
an 
advantage? 
Even 
if 
some 
American administration wanted 
to do so, it’s unlikely Congress 
would permit it. 
Then Dulles explained why this 
country wants to go on testing: if 
nuclear weapons can’t be elimi­ 
nated altogether, then the United 
States wants to develop weapons 
which could destroy an enemy but 
be so refined that they would not 
destroy the rest of humanity by 
radioactive fallout. 
But the meat in the coconut 
came midway in the news confer­ 
ence when Dulles was asked if 
this country — once it developed 
smaller 
and 
“ safer” 
bombs— 
would keep its vastly destructive 
store of hydrogen bombs. 
This was his answer: “I just 
don’t know what the program is 
in that respect, and it is q uite a 
long ways off before we could get 
to that, and I think that is a rath­ 
er academic q uestion at the mo­ 
ment. 
“I 
assume 
we 
might 
retain 
some, but that will be a military 
decision, 
probably to be made 
maybe 5 or 10 years from now.” 
In other words: so far as this 
government can see into the fu­ 
ture now it plans to keep the dev­ 
astating hydrogen bombs.

BUT MR. BARUCH’S main fire 
is directed against the wage-price 
spiral. He says: 
“Nothing would be more effec­ 
tive in turning the tide than to 
halt the never ending spiral of 
wages 
and 
prices. 
The 
best 
stimulant to our economy would 
come from price reductions. The 
consumer, who has no lobby or 
bargaining agent, is belatedly re­ 
belling against having every wage 
and cost increase passed on to 
him. If industry and labor con­ 
tinue to push up wage, price and 
profit levels, they will price them­ 
selves out of the market. Con­ 
sumer 
resistance 
will 
grow, 
further depressing economic 
ac­ 
tivity and adding to 
unemploy­ 
ment. Foreign goods will enter our 
markets in increasing q uantities 
with unsettling effects on our do­ 
mestic economy, our tariff policies 
and our allies and friends.” 
There is in the Baruch state­ 
ment a hint about the alternative 
—namely, wage and price control 
—as he declares: 
“No one is more concerned to 
see labor preserve its gains than 


1 am. But we must halt the wild, 
unmerry chase of prices, wages 
and profits. We prefer not to com­ 
pel this by legislative fiat or ex­ 
ecutive order. We rely upon in­ 
dividual action, self-discipline, and 
enlightened 
selfishness 
of labor 
and industrial leaders. If they can­ 
not recognize that self-interest re­ 
q uires concern for 
the 
national 
interest, then they and the nation 
as a whole will be made to suffer. 
If they will not adjust voluntarily 
and in time to the law of supply 
and 
demand, 
the 
adjustment 
eventually forced on them will be 
much more painful. 
“ It would be an inspiring and 
salutary thing if the leaders of our 
great labor unions and businesses 
would jointly pledge to tlie Presi­ 
dent that for one year there will 
be no increase in wages or prices 
and that profit margins would at 
least be frozen.” 


MORE AND MORE there is talk 
in Washington about the failure to 
restrain the labor monopolies which 
are virtually fixing 
higher 
and 
higher prices. The labor monop­ 
oly in the auto industry, for ex­ 
ample, is about to increase the 
costs of automobiles. 
Which would the nation prefer— 
economic anarchy as at present, 
with its dangerous declines and the 
accumulating of huge deficits in 
tne treasury as “pump priming ’ 
measures are voted by Congress 
or some form of economic restraint 
such as wage and price control? 
If the Congress voted for a one- 
year wage-and-price-control law. it 
could halt the trend toward infla­ 
tion at least long enough to per­ 
mit the national economy to gain 
strength. But if nohing is to be 
done to restrain organized greed 
—and particularly the politically 
minded union leaders who feel 
they cannot hold their offices un­ 
less they win increases in wages 
—then the present recession will 
indeed deepen into a real depres­ 
sion an the end result coul be 
wage and price control anyhow. 
So the alternatives which elder 
statesman Baruch 
now 
presents 
are unmistakably clear in their 
warning of the disaster that lies 
ahead unless the right measures 
of restraint are applied now. 
Few men in Congress for politi­ 
cal reasons, would dare to come 
out in favor of the advice just 
given them, but an informed pub­ 
lic opinion some day will have to 
demand what nobody really likes 
—namely, wage and 
price 
con­ 
trols. 
Unless Congress, which is eager 
to fight “ administered prices” by 
industry, is as ready to do battle 
against 
industrywide 
bargaining 
by national unions which set the 
wage costs and 
indirectly 
the 
prices of the major products in 
America today, the national econ­ 
omy will hardly wind up the cur­ 
rent recession before it runs into 
an inflationary crisis and crash 
that may be much worse than any­ 
thing yet experienced.

UNDER J EWISH LAW, to bring 
abou t a conv iction, it is necessary 
to get two witnesses to agree to 
a charge. Caiaphas had trou ble d o­ 
ing this, for Nicod emu s and Jo­ 
seph d iscred ited his witnesses. 
For ex ample, one testified that 
Jesu s had said , “I will d estroy

Caiaphas looked triu mphantly at 
the ju d ges, thinking himself v ery 
clev er, bu t Joseph of Arimathea 
rose after conferring with Nico­ 
d emu s. He pointed ou t that the 
first witness accu sed Jesu s of say ­ 
ing He wou ld d estroy the temple, 
then restore it by sorcery (an­ 
other crime), whereas the second 
witness said Jesu s promised to re­ 
store the temple if someone else 
d estroy ed it. 
“These witnesses d iscred it one 
another,” he d eclared . 
A mu rmu r rose in the room, and 
it was ev id ent that most of the 
ju d ge agreed with Joseph and 
Nicod emu s. 
Caiaphas was besid e himself, 
especially when Joseph mov ed that 
the prisoner be d ischarged for lack 
of ev id ence.
